Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  together  with  the  report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  year  1944. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  19.8  for  the  Borough  compares  favourably 
with  17  6 per  1,000  population  for  England  and  Wales,  but  is  less  than 
that  of  148  towns  with  a resident  population  of  25,000 — 50,000,  which 
is  20.9. 


The  Death  Rate  of  the  greater-  towns  is  1 8.7,  the  1 48  smaller 
towns  12  4,  and  of  the  llorough  12.5. 

The  infatitile  deaths  under-  one  year  trumbet-  20.  atrd  this 
gives  an  Infantile  Mor  tality  Rate  of  89.8  pet-  1,000  live  bir-ths,  the  lowest 
on  record  for  the  Borough.  The  Infarrtile  Mortality  Kate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  46,  for  the  greater  towns  52,  and  the  lesser  towns  4 4. 
The  Council’s  generous  maternity  scheme  and  the  work  of  the  Health 
Visitors,  has  much  to  do  with  this  low  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

I am  grateful  for  the  help  and  encouragement  afforded  to  me 
by  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  for  loyal  co-oper’ation  of 
the  Staff'  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  for  Infb:ctious  Diseases. 

(1)  Smallpox. 

Cases  of  smallpox  from  the  area  are  treated  at  the  Ainsworth 
Hospital  under  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board, 

(2)  Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

Infectious  disease  other  than  smallpox  are  accommodated  at 
Lady  well  Sanatorium,  Salford,  and  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  of 
the  Bolton  Corporation. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  ambulances  serving  the  ai-ea  are  jointly  maintained  by  the 
contiguous  local  authorities  of  Fai  n worth,  Kearsley  and  Little  Lever 

The  service  embraces  the  removal  of  all  accidents  in  this  area^ 
and  the  transference  to  and  from  hospital  of  cases  for  treatment. 

During  the  year  the  two  main  ambulances  covered  8,415  miles 
and  5,931  miles,  and  the  reserve  ambulance,  which  is  only  used  in  extreme 
urgency,  covered  1,264  miles. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester.

Midwives. 

There  are  Sour  midwives  serving  the  district  under  the  super- 
vising authority  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council.  These  midwives 
attend  the  Farnworth  Ante-natal  Clinic  with  their  cases. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

'I'he  Clinic  in  Albert  Road,  which  was  erected  in  1938,  serves  as 
a school  clinic,  for  minor  ailments.  Aural  Clinic,  Ophthalmic  Clinic  and 
Dental  Clinic  situated  in  one  half  of  the  building,  and  the  other  half  serves 
the  many  clinics  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

The  attendances  show  an  increase  over  1943  of  nearly  1,000  in 
the  minor  ailments  school  clinic,  and  an  increase  in  the  child  welfare  clinic 
with  7,354  attendances  against  an  average  attendance  of  6,809  for  the 
previous  five  years.  The  Medical  Officer’s  Infant  Clinic  has  also  shown  an 
increase  of  41  over  the  previous  year.  The  Ante-natal  Clinic  also  shows 
an  iticrease  of  59  over  the  number  of  mothers  attending  in  1943. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is 
a voluntary  body  supported  by  free-will  contributions.  It  is  affiliated  to 
the  County  Nursing  Association,  and  is  in  receipt  of  an  annual  subscription 
from  the  Borough  Council. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion for  the  services  of  a trained  nurse  in  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and 
the  notifiable  forms  of  pneumonia  The  Council  reimburse  the  Nursing 
Association  at  the  rate  of  1 /-  to  1/6  per  visit. 

I'he  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses,  who  have  access  to  most 
houses  in  the  Borough  are  ever  ready  to  advise  parents  in  the  management 
and  nursing  of  sick  persons.

The  Council  employs  four  nurses,  who  hold  the  joint  posts  of 
health  visitors  and  .school  nurses.

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Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

Of  the  20  infant  deaths  which  occured  during  the  year,  12  were 
premature  born  babies.  Of  these  2 suffered  from  congenital  heart  disease, 
and  one  from  spina  bifida.  In  9 instances  the  cause  of  death  was  given  as 
prematurity  only,  and  8 of  these  9 were  born  in  hospital  and  undei- 
hospital  treatment  until  death. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  have  now  in  operation  a scheme 
for  the  supervision  and  care  of  illegitimate  children  throughout  the  County, 
to  which  scheme  the  Borough  of  Farn worth  is  a contiibutor. 

2.  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

This  clinic  is  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons 
for  the  weighing  of  babies  and  the  sale  of  food,  and  the  Medical  Officer’s 
clinic  every  Monday  afternoon. 

During  the  year  51 2 consultations  were  given  by  the  Medical 

Officer.

3.  Ante-natal  and  Post-natai.  Clinic. 

During  the  year  49  sessions  were  held,  with  the  Gynaecologist 
in  attendance. 
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3G6  (ixpectaiit  mothers  came  for  consultation  and  examination, 
and  they  made  1,080  attendances.  Of  the  366  cases,  104  attended  on  one 
occasion  only,  67  came  twice,  61  three  times,  66  four  times,  38  five  times, 
16  six  times,  8 seven  times,  4 eight  times,  1 nine  times,  1 twelve  times. 
207  were  expectant  for  the  first  time  (primiparae).  The  ages  of  the

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year,  due  to  Puerperal 
Eclampsia. 
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Hospital  Maternity  Scheme. 

Arrangements  have  existed  in  Fariiworth  for  many  years  whereby 
an  expectant  mother  can  be  admitted  to  hospital  for  her  confinement 
should  the  condition  of  the  mother  or  her  home  warrant  it.  Such  cases 
were  admitted  to  Towideys  Hospital  or  St.  Mary’s  Hospitals.  Manchester, 
and  the  Council  paid  the  total  cost,  recovering  a portion  or  the  whole  of 
this  cost  from  the  mother,  according  to  her  financial  position. 

In  February  of  the  year  under  review,  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  launched  a new  scheme  in  which  the  Council  paid  the 
cost  of  hospital  treatment  for  the  expectant  mother  for  the  whole  period  of 
detention  in  hospital,  and  recovered  from  the  mother  the  whole  or  part  of 
the  cost,  according  to  her  means,  for  12  days  only.  Fhe  Council  also 
revised  the  income  scale  on  which  contributions  from  the  mother  towards 
the  cost  of  her  stay  in  hospital  were  based.  The  new  scale  is  most  fair  and 
generous  from  the  mothers  point  of  view. 

The  new  scheme  does  away  with  the  one  great  hai-dship  of  its 
predecessoi-.  An  expectant  mother,  who  is  i-econ'fended  to  hospital  for  her 
confinement,  is  told  after  particulars  of  her  family  income  are  obtained, 
the  exact  amount  it  will  cost  her  to  have  her  baby  in  hospital,  and  she  can 
make  payment  forthwith  or  by  two  or  three  instalments  before  she  enters 
hospital.  Any  excess  of  twelve  days’  detention  of  the  mother  in  hospital 
is  paid  for  in  full  by  the  Council.  This  is  a most  progressive  step  in 
Maternity  Welfai-e.  Under  the  old  scheme  an  expectant  mother,  kept  in 
hospital  longer  than  twelve  days,  was  faced  with  added  expense  for  which 
she  herself  could  hardly  be  held  responsible.  A mother  convalescing  from 
a difficult  childbirth  is,  under  the  iiew  scheme,  happily  saved  from  such 
worries,  which  prevent  a rapid  recovery  iJnder  the  new  scheme,  too.  bad 
debts  are  non  existent. 

192  cases  were  admitted  to  'fiownleys  llo.spital,  and  6 cases  to 
St,  Mary’s  Hospitals,  during  1 9 44. 

5.  Convalescent  Homes. 

Post-natal  cases  requiring  convalescence  may  be  sent  to  the  LeM.r 
Home  of  Kecovery,  West  Kirby. 

The  Child  Welfare  Department  have  a cot  for  its  use  at  the 
North  of  England  Children’s  Sanatorium,  Southport,  and  two  pre-school 
children  were  sent  there  in  1944.  The  cot  was  taken  over  by  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  in  April. 

6.  Home  Helps. 

It  is  difficult  in  war-time  to  maintain  an  efficient  staff  for  Home 
Helps,  and  only  one  case  was  attended  during  the  year. 

7.  Emergency  Unit. 

In  the  case  of  confinement  taking  place  at  home,  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  St.  Mary’s  Hospitals  for  an  emergency  unit  to  be 
provided  if  the  patient  is  so  gravely  ill  that  l emoval  to  a hospital  would  be 
dangerous.  There  were  no  cases  requiring  this  service  during  1944, 
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8.  Infant  Life  Protection.

11.  Throat,  Nose  and  Ear  Defects. 

Dr.  W.  B.  McKelvie,  Aural  Surgeon  to  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  and  to  the  Education  Committee,  held  19  sessions 
during  the  year.  34  pre-school  children  wan  e examined  and  treated. 

13  pre-school  children  had  opei-ative  treatment  at  Bolton  Boyal 
Infirmary  and  Townleys  Hospital. 

1 2 Orthopedics. 

At  the  Lancashire  Coutity  Council  Orthopi3edic  Clinic,  Kearslev, 
23  pre-school  children  attended  during  the  year,  making  48  attendances. 
Through  the  Clinic  18  surgical  appliances  i.e , boots,  ii  ons  etc.,  were 
supplied.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  was  afforded  to  three  pre-school 
children,  one  at  Biddulph  Orthopsedic  Hospital  (Lancashire  C.C.),  and  two 
at  Children’s  Orthopaedic  Hos})ital.  Mai  ple. 


13.  Eye  Defects. 


The  School  Oculist  examined  during  the  year  69  pre-school 
children.  In  23  cases  suitable  glasses  were  prescribed,  and  for  the  remainder 
other  treatment  was  advised. 

14.  War-Time  Nurseries. 

The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  Park  Street  War-time 
Nursery,  was  32  per  day,  and  for  the  Bridgewater  Street  War-time  Day 
and  Night  Nursety,  29  per  day. 

1 5.  Cleanliness. 

One  of  the  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse  is 
teaching  cleanliness  of  the  home  and  of  the  person  An  incessant  war  is 
waged  against  hend  lice,  and  this  occupies  a large  propoi’tion  of  the 
Nurses’  time. 

In  many  homes  the  head  louse  is  regarded  as  a natural  inhabitant 
of  children’s  hair,  and  it  has  beeti  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute 
proceedings  against  parents  in  two  instances  where  diity  heads  in  the 
family  persisted  after  repeated  warnings.  Convictions  were  obtained  in 
both  cases.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

Antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  (’ouncil.  free  of  charge,  to  general 
practitioners  for  patients  residing  within  the  Borough.  A supply  has  been 
available  in  8,000  and  10,000  units  for  thei-apeutic  use.  During  the  year, 
antitoxin  to  the  amount  of  120,000  units  was  issued. 
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Active  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  immunisation  clinic  has  been  held  weekly  during  the  year, 
and  the  Table  given  hereunder  shows  the  immunisations  done  since  1936 
in  the  various  age-groups.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  9 daii'v  farms  in  the  district  with  approximately  250 
cows  The  farms  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  for  sanitary  defects, 
and  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  ai-e 
carried  out.  They  are  all  piovided  with  dairies  which  have  no  communi- 
cation with  other  buildings.  31  visits  were  made  to  farms  and  69  visits  to 
dairies  and  milk  shops. 

A large  modei  n pasteurising  plant  is  situated  in  the  'iistrict,  and 
receives  cai-eftd  supervision  and  frequetit  inspection. 

Examination  of  Milk  Samples. 

19  samples  were  examined  during  the  year,  2 of  which  were 
bacteriologically  unsatisfactory  Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  in  two 
samples. 


(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

All  premises  where  food  is  stored  or  exposed  for  sale  are  inspected 
at  regular  intervals  During  the  year  the  following  food  was  condemned 
and  surrendered:  777  lbs  beef.  55  lbs.  veal  39  lbs.  butter,  10  lbs.  bacon, 
63  lbs.  dates,  22  tins  meat.  7,595  tins  milk,  and  410  tins  assorted  foodstuffs. 


(c)  Adulteration  of  Food. 

The  County  (^.ouncil  are  the  Authority  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  and  samples  are  taketi  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector 
in  collaboration  with  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector.
